T he sugar beet com panies of South­ 
e rn C alifornia have taken the grow ­ 
ers of beets for th eir respective fac­ 
tories into partnership, in a m easure, 
and th is year will sh are w ith them the 
ex tra profits th a t will accrue should 
the p resen t 
norm al 
prices 
obtain 
when tile finished product of the com ­ 
ing crop is sold. 
U nder the schedule 
of prices ju st com pleted, 
copies 
of 
which w ere m alled today to all grow ­ 
ers, each cent above 
five 
cents per 
pound received by the factories will 
m ean tile addition of $1 lier ton to the 
base price to grow ers. 
The schedule issued today is in com ­ 
pliance w ith the prom ises of the com ­ 
panies in a circu lar lette r issued on 
A pril 28, in which they advised th a t a 
new policy would be adopted tills year 
in dealing with the grow ers, a policy 
th at will be p erm an en t—that of giving 
Hie grow ers the benefit of high prices 
for sugar. 
In arranging Hie new scale of prices 
the com panies have used tile old m ini­ 
mum of $4.5u per ton for 15 per cent 
beets, and have graded them upw ard 
to conform to those which may be re ­ 
ceived for th e finished product. 
The 
usual price of 30 cen ts per ton for 
each additional one per cent above 15 
per cent su g ar will prevail. 
Basic Prices 
Follow ing a re the basic prices on 15 
per cent beets, contingent upon the 
net selling price per pound of sugar: 
U nder 4Vs cents, $4.50 per ton; 4Vfe 
to 5 cents, *5; 5(4 cents, $5.50; 6 cents. 
$6 ; 6(4 cents, $6.50; 7 cents, $7; 7(4 
cents, $7 .50; 8 cents, $8. 
By adding 
th irty cents for each one per cent 
above 15 per cent, tile price per ton 
for any certain per cen t beets can be 
obtained, 
lf 8 cents per pound net is 
received by the factories, grow ers de­ 
livering 25 per cen t beets will receive 
I I I per ton. 
In the circular le tte r accom panying 
the schedule, the factories advise th at 
W e have ignored for the present sea­ 
son the fact th at for tw o y ears we 
have suffered a heavy loss 
on 
beet 
seed, and, if th is condition should con­ 
tinue, it will probably be necessary for 
tis to ask our grow ers to pay a higher 
price for seed in the future. 
No Unnecessary Delay 
"It is not ou r in tention to delay u n ­ 
necessarily the additional 
paym ents 
for beets a fte r the close of the cam ­ 
paign, and we hope th a t enough of our 
season’s sugar will have been sold by 
the first of the com ing year to enable 
us to m ake a su b stan tial paym ent ut 
th a t tim e. 
"In all probability tills new sch ed ­ 
ule of prices and m ethod of paym ent 
will be used as a basil* for beet con­ 
trac ts for future years. ’ 
The follow ing are paragraphs in the 
schedule:

Superintendent Boid that Santa Ana 
would soon have to end its contrac t 
with the Southern 
California 
Sugar 
Company by which the city uses tin 
factory's outfall to the ocean. Condi­ 
tions have changed, and the need for 
a city-owned outfall is not now press 
ing.

Dr. C. IV Hall of Santa Ana present­ 
ed the views of physicians who advo­ 
cate vivisection as a necessary aid in 
the care, prevention and diagnosis of 
disease, and in surgery. 
In the time allotted the speakers, ii 
was impossible for either to do more 
than give a general survey of so vast 
a subject, touching very briefly upon 
certain of the more widely disputed 
points, a proper elucidation of any one 
of which would have consumed the en­ 
tire time of the meeting. 
Mrs. Wright is a woman of strong 
and attractive personality, a forceful 
and magnetic speaker.
